WASHINGTON UP) — The 
adjournainent - bound 87th 
Congress jogged within sight 
of the finish line today and 
found three hurdles still to 
be cleared. 


Leaders still saw a strong possi­ 
bility of finishing by Saturday night. 
Others were less optimistic and fig­ 
ured the 1962 session would drag 
until next week. 


The three controversies rn the way 
of adjournment are: 
1. Foreign aid 
appropriations, 
a 
perennial subject of sharp, differ­ 
ences between House and Senate. 
Conferees from the two branches 
sat late Thursday night and tenta­ 
tively agreed on a $3,928,900,000 bill, 
more than $1 billion less than Pres­ 
ident Kennedy originally asked. The 
bill now carries $298 million more 
than the House allowance, but $494 
million less than the Senate’s. The 
conferees meet again today to try 
to settle other points.

Agriculture 
Department 
money bill, on which a bitter row- 
raged over funds to build new re­ 
search facilities and over a peanut 
marketing research facility proposed 
for Dawson, Ga. 
3. The long-dehated bill to permit 
self-employ ed persons to set up tax ­ 
deductible 
pension 
funds.

has 
passed both branches but President 
Kennedy has given no word as to 
whether he will sign It. Backers 
could attempt to make it veto-proof 
by attaching it to supplemental ap­ 
propriations hill or try to override 
a presidential veto if Kennedy re­ 
jects the measure. 


DeGaulle, 
Opposition 
Face Battle 


PARIS (Ft—F’rance today headed 
into a national elecUon battle be­ 
tween President Charles de Gaulle 
and his political opposition on the 
issues of ex ecuUve leadership and 
parliamentary government. 
This was the result of the National 
Assembly 's adopUon of a moUon cen­ 
suring Fh-emier Georges Pompidou 
for De Gaulle’s proposed constitu­ 
tional 
amendment to have future 
presidents elected by a popular vote. 
The censure motion mustered 280 
votes, well above the required abso­ 
lute majority of 241. Its passage 
forces Pompidou to resign. Although 
De Gaulle could appoint another pre­ 
mier, aides said he would dissolve 
the National Assembly and call na­ 
tional elections. 
The coming battle will be fought 
over the issue of a strong presidency , 
backed by periodic referendums and 
plebiscites, versus government by 
Parliament. 
De Gaulle is banking on his own 
great personal popularity and the 
stability he has brought France’s 
government. His opposition is raising 
the spector of Louis Napoleon and 
the 19-y ear-old dictatorship he estab­ 
lished as Emperor Napoleon III.

This o pera­ 
tio n can be perfo rmed o n a child and 
resu lt in a co mplete cu re with no u n­ 
desirable after effects. 
Bu t the resu lts o f any o peratio n 
canno t be predicted and o ne mu st 
w e i g h 
the 
ex pected 
adv antag es 
ag ainst the risk. 
In this case the risk sho u ld be v ery 
small. 


Q—It seems like to me that I’v e al­ 
way s g o t my hands in dish water o r 
am scru bbing so mething and my 
hands are a sig ht. So metimes they 
g et infected. What sho u ld I do ? 
A—Hav e y o u tried wearing ru bber 
g lo v es? They are no t an ideal so lu ­ 
tio n becau se if they are wo rn fo r 
v ery lo ng y o u r hands beco me so aked 
in their o wn sweat. Whether y o u 
wear g lo v es o r no t. try to make the 
ex po su re to wetting as sho rt as po s­ 
sible and then dry y o u r hands tho r­ 
o u g hly . 
Yo u mig ht spread co ld cream o r 
hand lo tio n v ery thinly o n y o u r hands 
after y o u hav e dried them and g ent­ 
ly wipe o ff any ex cess. This sho u ld 
help to keep y o u r hands so ft. Unless 
there are small cu ts o r cracks o n 
y o u r hands y o u r skin sho u ld resist 
mast infectio u s o rg anisms. 
Q—I hav e a 17 -y ear-o ld bo y who 
read an adv ertisement abo u t a co u rse 
in karate.

A—Karate is a metho d o f self-de­ 
fense by means o f striking o bjects 
with the side o f the hand o r with the 
feet o r o ther po rtio n o f the bo dy .

Becau se the hand is easily frac­ 
tu red, ex pert co aching is requ ired. 
What kind o f a bo y is y o u r so n? An 
immatu re perso n co u ld lo se his tem­ 
per and inflict serio u s inju ry o r 
death. 
Q—I am v ery tired and nerv o u s 
and I do n't sleep well. I hav e no o r­ 
g anic tro u ble. I was in a v eterans 
ho spital last winter and all they 
fo u nd wro ng was that I was hy po ­ 
cho ndriacal. They g av e me tranqu il­ 
izers bu t they do n’t help me. I am 68. 
Is there any medicine that wo u ld 
wo rk better? 
A—Yo u do no t say what y o u do all 
day bu t I g et the impressio n that 
whatev er it is it leav es y o u to o mu ch 
time to wo rry abo u t ho w y o u feel.

WASHINGTON (ZP)—The ex plo sio n at Ole Miss—while 
dramatizing the Neg ro ’s strug g le fo r equal rig hts and o p- 
po rtunitics in the So uth—is o nly o ne mo re episo de in a pain­ 
ful bo o k far fro m ended. 
The Sou thern Negro has been mak­ 
ing some progress toward his goal. 
He still has a long way to go. White 
resistance to treating him as an 
equ al cru mbles slowly . 
And. ju st becau se it docs, what hap­ 
pened in Mississippi is in the long 
v iew ju st one more roadblock re­ 
mov ed on a long march. 
The riots and mu rders at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Mississippi, ov er admitting 
ju st one Negro to one state pu blic 
school, come when the United States 
is try ing to act as friend to the newly 
free bu t recently colonial Africans. 
How does this look to the rest of 
the world? C. L. Su lzberger of the 
New York Times, writing from Ath­ 
ens, say s that in effect Sou thern 
treatm ent of Negroes is America’s 
own form of colonialism. 


Won’t Collapse 


The American State Department, 
which has to try to impress Africans 
and Asians with the good will and 
enlightenment of the United States, 
might 
wish 
the 
white 
resistance 
wou ld collapse with its defeat in 
Mississippi. 


Bu t it won't. The defeat was single 
and not total. The resistance there 
will continu e, ev en if withou t blood- 
. shed. It demonstrated one thing only : 
That lf a state defies a cou rt order. 
r as Mississippi did in try ing to keep 
Jam es H. Meredith, a Negro from 
registering at Ole Miss, the federal 
gov ernment will u se all its power to 
smash the resistance. 
The ex ample of the fiery defeat at 
Ole Miss will hardly affect the qu ieter 
forms of Sou thern resistance, which 
for y ears has been delay ing equ al 
treatm ent of Negroes. 
In all of this there is a dou ble 
irony . 
The Su preme Cou rt has ru led it 
u nconstitu tional for a Negro to be 
kept ou t of any American pu blic 
school becau se of his race. This 


means the Negro has a constitu tional 
right to admittance. 
It might seem therefore to a for­ 
eigner that the Negro shou ld be 
able to enjoy his rights at once since 
the Constitu tion gu arantees them. 


Denied Rig hts 


Bu t the longer Negroes hav e to 
wait to get into white schools—or for 
other rights, like v oting—the longer 
they are denied their rights and only 
becau se 
Sou thern 
whites, 
ou t 
of 
preju dice, wish to deny them. 


Therefore, those who u rge a v ery 
slow approach to the whole problem 
are actu ally su ggesting the Negro 
citizen be patient abou t wanting those 
rights which u nder the Constitu tion 
and the Su preme Cou rt interpretation 
of it belong to him. 


This is hardly persu asiv e to the 
Negro. Nev ertheless, becau se of the 
v ery natu re of the American political 
sy stem in which men seek to be 
elected 
to 
office, 
ev entu ally 
the 
Negro in the Sou th will hav e a 
tremendou s v oice. 


He’ll hav e it only when Negroes 
ev ery where in the Sou th can v ote— 
and do v ote—as freely as white men. 
Progress is being made in this field, 


to o , but, despite effo rts o f the Ken­ 
nedy administratio n, that also is v ery 
slo w. 
White politicians who now adv ocate 
segregation will in the end, in areas 
where the Negro v ote can defeat or 
elect them, hav e to seek the Negroes’ 
help and promise benefits to get it.
